The city of Porto Rico is aflame with hatred of the de- 
tested Yankees, and it was considered advisable to re- 
call the Consul and warn all Americans to leave the 
island without delay.

It is kept as clean as a bat- 
tleship and in all its conditions it evi- 
dences a careful and conscientious sup- 
erintendence.

neglected and it was more a resort for] 
inebriates and vagrants than a fitting: 
abode for the worthy infirm and agec: 
poor. Its evolution from the wretchec; 
condition of then to its present high 
plans is due to the energetic and well 
directed 
efforts- 
of Mr. "William H. 


Church. 
chairman 
of the Hospital 


Committee of the Board of Supervis- 
ors. Through his instrumentality the 
hospital 
has been converted into a 


high 
class, well ordered and decently 


conducted Institution whictt may well 
court the inspection and investigation 
of the public. In his great task Mr. 
Church has been faithfully assisted by 
the Superintendent, Dr. "W. A. Clark, 
who Is not only a physician and a gen- 
tleman, but a humanitarian—a rr.an of 
practical flesh and blood philanthropy. 
The wonders they have accomplished 
on the little that has been placed at 
their disposal to. work there with, is

overlooking the 
great valley 


which contributes much to the pros- 
perity and fame of Alameda county, 
and but a m'le and a half from the 
thriving town of San Leandro. Round 
and about are hundreds of thrifty or- 
chards and well tilled farms, four miles 
in the distance are the glimmering wat- 
ers of the Bay of San Francisco. 


The County Infirmary presents the 


appearance of a well kept and ordered 
village. It is composed of a dozen or 
more buildings which are set apart to

varied uses. The main structure is a 
large two-story building in which is lo- 
cated the hospital wards, the offers p£ 
the superintendent, drug store, main 
dining rooms and the great kitchen. 
While bein§r Ear from modern in con- 
struction it is a standard for neatness 
and cleanliness. There are ninety hos- 
pital beds in the wards of this build- 
ing, and they are far too few to accom- 
modate all who apply, but like the bib- 
lical story of tho oil and flour which 
never gave out there is always provis- 
ion made for every sufferer and no one 
is turned away. Not a day passes but 
what there are several operations per- 
formed and the operating: room is mev-

the hills is a small hut where two Chin- 
ese victims of the dread leprosy are 
awaiting the coming of the end.

One Is a Sam Yip 
and the other a See Tip and it fre- 
quently occurs that the hospital at- 
tendants are called upon to enforce an 
armistice 
between 
these belligerent 


representatives ol two warring tongs. 
Having rapidly glanced over the in- 
firmary department the almshouse de- 
partment presents many features of In- 
terest. The 
aged poor are made as 


comfortable as circumstances will per- 
mit and their lot is far from being pit- 
iable. True, they have not that loving 
ca.re that old age, surrounded by rela- 
tives 
and sympathetic friends home 


find, but 
the 
old veterans of life's 


tribulations, both men and women find 
at 
the Alameda County Infirmary a 


lite of ease, good care and bountiful 
supplies, 
which they share until the 


end comes and the dead wagon conveys 
them to their eternal resting- place. 


The old men have a building to them- 


selves, 
which 
is divided into many 
wards with from six to twelve cots in 
each apartment. The wards are -well 
lighted, 
aired, and clean. The floors 


shine like polished ivory and the sheets, 
coverlets, and pillow covers are white 
as snow. Everything is tidy and home- 
like, cheerful and comfortable. These 
old men have a!l the tobacco they need, 
their ailments are constantly attended 
to and their appetites appeased by a 
plentiful supply of substantial food. 


The 
old women have a building to 


themselves, similarly arranged as that 
of the old men, cleanliness is its note- 
worthy feature. They have their knit- 
ting to droon over and when they all 
get 
ag-oing, with their tales of past 


greatness 
and wealth the houses of 


Hapsburg- ajid HohenzoIIern cast but a 
glimmer of light and are completely 
overshadowed. It takes tact to man- 
age these old women and the old men 
too. 
They 
are garrulous, with sad- 


dened pasts 
they have little over 


which 
their 
memories 
and rec- 


ollections 
care to linger. Andx when 


they get tangled up m little snarls it 
requires the highest character of dip- 
lomacy to strajghten matters out. 


A hall and reading room lias been 


lately erected for the old folks and the 
contributions of good literature in the 
shape 
of old periodicals and maga- 


zines by the charitably inclined would 
not go amiss. 


Dr. Clark Is an enthusiastic camer- 


ist and he has a valuable collection of 
photographic 
slides of foreign scenes 


and weekly during the winter months 
ho 
gives 
a lecture to the inmates 


which he Illustrates with stereopticon 
views. In this, as in other matter Dr. 
Clark 
has nobly striven to make the 


life of those placed under his charge 
as pleasant as possible and he Is not 
actuated 
by the pitiful salary ho re- 


ceives. He is a humanitarian from the 
ground up. 


Then -there are the outbuildings, the 
carpenter shop, granary barns, store- 
houses 
and 
«. few other structures 


which enter into the economy of thn 
Infirmary. 


The Infirmary property consists of 


240 acres most of which is incapable of 
cultivation." The land is much broken 
and rugged and where there is a level 
stretch the heavy adobe soil precludes 
possible cultivation without an enor- 
mous outlay. The water supply, how- 
ever, 
is worthy of mention, for the 


plant not only supplies the Infirmary 
but all the water required for sprink- 
ling the roads in Murray Township. 


A small lake of several millions of 


gallons capacity Is one of the primary 
sources of supply In addition to which 
is the great concrete reservoir with its 
facilities for a million or more gallons. 
A modern pumping plant is kept In 
operation, which, with the many fire 
hydrants situated about the grounds, 
provide every precaution against fire. 


In conclusion reference must be made 
to the food furnished the Inmates. The 
kitchen would suffice for a metropoli- 
tan, 
hotel, 
cleanliness 
is 
obeyed 


here 
with 
the 
utmost 
fidelity. 


The huge range Is burnished ad shines 
like a sword blade and the bright cop- 
per tanks with their simmering con- 
tents are as clean and bright as if they 
had Just been received from the man- 
ufacturer. All 
the 
bread — and it is 


made on the home plan — Is baked at 
the institution as well«as the fruit, pies, 
and the cakes and doughnuts. In the 
kitchen and bakeroom the facilities am 
ample for providing for the wants of a 
regiment. 


The supplies are all inspected and 


weighed as they are received and the 
best only are passed upon, All the 
milk used is produced upon the place 
and the dairy is a model of cleanliness 


In a short time the poultry yard will 


more than suffice to supply the insti- 
tution with eggs and chickens galore. 


Credit to whom credit is due and in 


the rehabitatlon of the County Infirm- 
ary Supervisor Church has erected a 
monument to himself that is as endur- 
ing as the hearts which beat in sym- 
pathy for the reform and outcasts of 
old age and poverty. 


Politics often overshadow these in- 


stitutions, but at the entrance here Mr. 
Church has honestly drawn the dead 
line and they do not enter. 
Anyone who has visited the place 
and witnessed the kind and constant 
devotion of Dr. Clark and the con- 
scientious care bestowed by the em- 
ployees cannot otherwise say but that 
the Infirmary Is a model institution, 
honestly conducted and faithfully ad- 
ministered. It deserves to be fostered 
and supported 
and those who have 


brought it to its present plane of ef- 
fectiveness deserve recognition.
